WHEN THE DEVIL GOT WELL. 
DEVIL A REFORMER WAS HE

I N' order to jiulgc dearly and justly tlif case of the "undesirable 
citizens" in IJoisc City, Idaliu, we must not forget the origin 
of the entire trouble in the western mining regkiii. 

Tlte |ircsciu trouble originated in Colorado ami arose from 
the stntggle for an eight-hour law in the mills and smelters. These 
arc mainly owned by tlic smelter trust, which is controlled by Gug- 
genheimer ami tlie Rockefeller interests. 

Ill ifkjo. an eight-hour law was passed. But the supreme court of 
the state, being in tlic liaiuls of the capitalists, declared the law “un¬ 
constitutional. 

The I'nitcil .States supreme court, on the other hand, had already 
sustained a similar law iii Utah, and similar statutes are in force in 
Kansas, Nfontana, Nevada, and .Vrizona. An amendment to the state 
constitution of Colorado was submitted to a popular vote in 1902 and 
carried by a majority of 46.714 votes—an exceedingly large majority 
for such a s|iarccly ]xipulated state. A corporation kiliby thereupon in- 
duccrl the legislature to adjourn without enacting-the law, winch the 
amendment to the constitution ma<le compuUory. 

Thus the trouble began.

For years, and until the deficit of tliat great paper had been di¬ 
minished to a somewhat reasonable amount, the Uncle Ike organ al¬ 
ways sjxjke with the greatest respect of the "common people" and the 
"dear people.” Even the trades unions occasionally found a defender 
aiu| a well-wisher in the Milwaukee Free Press.

That is all off now, since the Free Press has apparently found ad¬ 
vertising enough so that L-nclc Ike believes he can carry it on a few 
years longer without going into bankruptcy. 

.^t prc.sent there is no sheet in this city that is more unjust and 
hostile to the trades union movement than the Milwaukee Free Press. 
There is no paper that has treated the Moyer-Haywood case edi-* 
torialiy with nwre capitalistic hatred than the Uncle Ike organ of fake 
reform.

The people have been leading the 
capitalist life until they must be 
heartily sick of it. The capitalist 
life is a sham, with hustle and pov¬ 
erty for the masses and gilded leisure 
for their exploiters. So naturally they 
do not present the same resistence 
to society's moving on toward So- 
cialism that they once did. The great 
task of showing the people what ^ 
cialism really is, is upon the Socialists, 
and they are sacrificing and straining 
in order to meet that demand. 

Tolstoi's resist-nut-evil philosophy 
has been called in for repairs and 
then rclannched as a veritable man- 
o'-war. so far as the Russian autoc¬ 
racy it conrerned. In his new book. 
"The Way to Freedom." he is said 
to advocate the use of force by the 
people to meet the bloody brutality 
of Ithe “Little Father." His old 


The miners' unions of Colorado were compelled to go on strike 
to enforce what the corrupt legislature had denied them. The mine 
owners retaliated by discharging the union men in many mills and 
smelters where they hail not gone on strike. Scabs were imported. 
The smaller business men united with the mine owners against the 
union men. 

The militia was finally pressed into service, and a reign of terror 
began. Riots ensued, ^iihtiamen iijade wholesale arrcjts. The con¬ 
stitution of the free American state of Colorado was suspended by 
the governor, although even the German emperor could not e.xcrcise 
this power in Germany. 

* • * 

Constitutional rights of individuals were utterly disregarded by 
the mine owners and by the state militia. Governor Peabody, the 
man clectctl by the people as their chief executive, made the state of 
Colorado a private detective agency for the mine owners. The 
Citizens' Alliance, made up of the capitalist class in general with their 
satellites, the divekeepers, gamblers, etc., banded together to suppress 
organized labor by wholesale murder and deportation. Then came the 
"bomb" explosion in the depot at Independence. 

, . • . . ^ 

In fixing the responsibility for tlut explosion and the killing of 
sixteen non-uni<m miners, it should be noted that the bloodhounds 
followed the trail of the murderer straight to the house of a Pinker¬ 
ton detective employed by the Mine Owners’ Association. Tlie wire 
connected with tne fatal dynamite ended 500 yards inside of the dead¬ 
line surrounding property guarded by mine owners' deputies. 

> • • • 

But with threats of pistols and coils of rope, the regularly elected 
officers of the Cripple Creek district were forc^ to resign, ri^t after 
the deed had been committed—especially the coroner of Teller county, 
who would have held an inquest upon the dynamite outrage, and who 
had already impaneled a jury for that purpose. 

The Union ball and the contents of the four union co-operative 
stores and Ae plant of the Victor Record were destroyed. Mines not 
connected with these troubles were shut down because union labor 
was employed in them, .xnd the men peacefully working there were 
arrested and imprisoned, ilnndreds of workingmen were hunted like 
wild beasts through the hills or pitched into trains which carried them 
to lonely prairies where they were dumped without water, food or shel¬ 
ter, helpless exiles and despairing victims of the remorseless will of the 
desperate corporations, regardless of the constitution or of human 
rights. 

• • • 

The climax of this unparalleled debauch of lawlessness and out¬ 
rage culminated in the kidnaping of Moyer and Haywood, who were 
taken from their homes in Daver and shipped into Idaho simply 
through an "understanding" of the governors, without any process or 
even formality of law. This event, being of comparatively recent oc¬ 
currence, is wdl known. And we will say only this, that since the 
western mine owners felt compelled to resort to kidnaping, they must 
have teen how small was their chance for getting an extradition of 
these men from Colorado on the evidence they had, even from a court 
which had pronounced legal the suppression of the constitution by 
Governor Peabody. 

* * * 

This is the history of the case in Boise Gty. Not even the least 
motive can be shown which these men could have for wishing to kill 
ex-Govemor Steunenberg. wlio had been out of politics for many 
yws. The kidnaping of Moyer and Haywood was simply an addi¬ 
tional act in this carnival of lawlessness and anarchy which had been 
pursued under the unbridled reign of the Western Mine Oawrrj’ As¬ 
sociation, aided by the so-called business men, that is, the divekeepers, 
saloon keepers and storekeepers of the mining regions. 

• • • 

It Is almost unnecessary to ask who are the “undesirable eilisiens" 
In Colorado and Idaho? Surely not the working men whose toil and 
sweat have made Colorado mine owners rich, but who resisted capitalist 
lawlessness. Yet these men were denounced as anarchists by the busi¬ 
ness men in the mining camps the tnomeut the miners stairt^ co-op- 
trative stores. 

Who are the undesirable citizens in Colorado and Idaho? Sure¬ 
ly not the working men who acted within their rights. But possibly

The seal of approval Is placed 
upon the crime of kidnaping when 
the lives and liberties of working¬ 
men hang in the balance. 

Yet rich rascals who are indict¬ 
ed for land thievery cannot be re¬ 
moved from California to Oregon 
under such indictment, and the 
prosecution, in order to establish 
’’suflScient cause,” is actually com¬ 
pelled to transport its grand jury, 
witnesses from Oregon to Los 
Angeles, and hold a preliminary, 
trial before the accused can be ex¬ 
tradited and made to answer for 
their crimes. 

In other words, this latest de¬ 
cision makes extradition of pluto¬ 
crats, who steal wholesale, so ex¬ 
pensive as to almost preclude pros¬ 
ecution. 

They are practically immunb, 
says the Geveland Cituen, and in 
the future need not even bother 
taking the "baths” which were in¬ 
vent^ for their convenience.

So many did it mi.s- 
lead that when the national Socialist orgauiration was formril in Chi¬ 
cago ill lRr)7 il had strength enough lo graft upon tlie organiraiion a 
coluuixatiun department, sjiile of all the actual SiK'ialists in the con- 
vcitliou could (io. .A year later the thing was thrown off.
